1 . ERG: WE RE ALRIGHT TOO, JACQUES 

A SENIOR, AUTHORITATIVE FRG FOREIGN OFEICE OFFICIAL 
TOLD EMBASSY BONN THAT HE SEES FRANCE'S "I'M ALRIGHT, 
JACK" ATTITUDE OPEN TO MARGINAL CHANGE IN THE FUTURE. 

UP TO NOW, THE FRENCH POLICY OE "LIMITED PURPOSES," 
INCLUDING USE OF ITS EC VETO, HAS WORKED WELL IN 
MAINTAINING FRENCH INFLUENCE. HOWEVER, INCREASED PRESS 
CRITICISM OF FRENCH EOREIGN POLICY, CONCERN OVER US-

USEC BRUSSELS REPORTS THAT THE COMMISSION HAS SENT

OUR MISSION CONEIRMED IN A TALK WITH AN OFFICIAL 
INVOLVED THAT THE COMMISSION IS SEEKING COUNCIL
